Clew from a Conversation.

A man overhearing two strangers discuse- 
ing the fact that the Campbells were u the 
restaurant quarreling ae late as 8 o'clock in 
the morning, whereas at the inquest over 
Mre. Campbell's body the husband testified 
that both he and his wife had retired before 
midnight, furnished the police sufficient in- 
centive to work on what promises to prove 
ase strange a domestic tragedy as the Chi- 
cago police have been called upon to solve. 
When Judge Newcomer heard that at the 
inquest Campbell testified that he and his 
wife had retired shortly after midnight and 
that at 8 o’clock he awoke and Mrs. Camp- 
bell was missing from his side, and that in 
contrediction to thie a physician was ready 
to testify that he found the woman fully 
dressed. & warrant for the hueband’s arrest 
was issued immediately. 

Body May Be Exhumed. 

From the coroner's office during the day 
it was learned that the body of Mrs. Camp- 
bell will in all probability be exhumed at 
the earliest possible time, with a view to 
discovering a cause of death ather than a- 
phyxiation, as was at first suspected. 

Detective Sergeant McCann asserted that 
on investigation he found that Campbell fre- 
quently quarreled with hie wife, and on sev- 
eral occasions beat her severely. 

From some mysterious informant who first 
brought Capt. O’Brien news of the strange 
dialogue in the States restaurant the police 
official learned that before leaving the res- 
taurant at 8 o’clock with his wife Campbell 
quarreled with the waiters and refused to 
pay for drinks that had been ordered. Most 
of the time at table, it is claimed, was spent 
in quarreling between husband and wife. 

The Campbelle were married when Mra, 
Campbell was little more than 16 years old.

Production ‘Turns Pens of New York 
Against Prima Donna 


New York, . Jan. 28.-—-{Special.]—There 
really is no sound reason for public excite- 
ment about Richard Strauss’ Salome.“ 
even though Oscar Hammerstein has clothed 
it in gorgeous scenic garments and Mary 
Garden, almost without a garment, has 
danced a dance. 

Most persons ecquainted with operatic 
doings in this town will recall that this opera 
was produced at the Metropolitan opera 
house two years ago by another spostie of 
high art, Heinrich Conried, and that a prud- 
ish board of directors demanded its transfer 
to the refuse heap. After one semi-public 
rehearsal and one entirely public perform- 
ance the creation of the en juggier of 
Munich disappeared. 

Hammerstein Brings It Back. 

Mr. Hammerstein seized upon this odorif- 
erous masterpiece of peychologic art and 
prepared a spectacular production of l. 

It is not at all likely that the eruption of 
1907 will be repeated. Mr. Hammerstein 
has no board of prudish directors. He does 
not crane at small fences himself. Mise Gar- 
den has a singularly interesting personality 
—especially when it is properly displayed. 
And the community, with the kindly aid of 
Mre. Glyn, Eugene Walter, and a few other 
promulgators of ethical sweetness and light, 
has put away many of ite childish ideas about 
morals and immorals. 

There probably will be no general objection 
to Salome on ethical or esthetic grounds. 
Matrons of well advertised sanctity of char- 
acter will sit through it gravely and discuss 
it at their dinners; free born youths of pot 
less social standing will escort girdled maid- 
ens to the enlightened exhibition. 

Eve g in Production French. 

„ Salome is given in French at the Man- 
hattan. Everything is l‘rench—text, imper- 
sonation, scenery, attire, action, musical 
treatment, and the reading of the score by 
Mr. Campanini. At tha Metropolitan we had 
a German Salome, a creature strange and 
inexplicable, complex and psychic, but singing 
from her entrance to her death above the 
organ point of faith. 

At the Manhattan we have a French Sa- 
dome, volatile, sinuous of mind and body, 
quivering with emotions that lie upon the 
pearly surface of her flesh, a throbbing yet 
contemplative explorer ot physical reserva- 
tione,’a creature who, like her sister, Faus- 
tine, “ could do all things but be of a good 
or chaste mien. 

This creature hurie herself helplessly, in * 
paroxysm of cgrnality against a Jokanaan, 
not the petrified and appalling image of 
moral law, but a shocked and pained celi- 
bate, outraged by the public disclosure of a 
young woman's lamentable inclinations. 
Dven the Herod, the tetrarch of thig produc- 
tion, never ruled in Judea, but sat in solemn 
judgment in some little medieval barony in 
the shadow of the Pyrenees, where Arabian 
color fand ite way into bis face, even as 
Moorieh lines crept into his architecture. 

French to the Core. 

Salome in French is French to the core, 
and i serves to satisfy us that the Gallic 
text in manner is nearer the chaste and ¢le- 
gant ideale of Oscar Wilde than the German 
treatment could ever come. Presented, then, 
in true Gallic manner, Salome ” offers only 
two or three points of interest. The wooing 
of Jokanaan by the abnormal daughter of 
Herodius, the dunce before Herod and the 
fondling of the severed head are incidents 
which compose the play. The rest is pad- 
Ging and poor padding at that. 

And fm solemn truth it is a prodigious bore.

om on the stage will find something to their 
fancy in the wooing scene, when there was 
the frequent and alarming but never wholly 
indiscreet juxtaposition of Salome’s bare left 
shoulder and Jokanaan’s bare right one. 
The scene of fondling the severed head, 
which furnishes pleasure. to perverted 
tastes, was performed less ghaphically than 
it was at the Metropolitan, but it 16 still a 
spectacle to make one qvalmish. Delicate 
stomachs should be kept at home. Even the 
Herod of Mr. Dalmore, a most bestial crea- 
ture, shudders at this ‘exhibition of degen- 
eracy.

' Officers Must Oeerve Limit. 

Further than that I believe that the es- 
sential quality of free government ts to be 
found in the observance by all public officers

“I am opposed to the direct election of sen- 
etors, as I am opposed to the tnitiative and 
referendum, because these things are based 
on the idem thet the people cannot elect 
legisiatures whom they trust. They proceed 
upon the idea of abandoning the attempt to 
elect trustworthy and competent state legis- 
latures.

Let me say 
that the men who make the most noise about 
state rights are apt to be the men who are 
the most willing end the most desirous to 
have the national government step in and 
usurp the functions of a state when an ap- 
propriation is carried with the usurpation. ©
